We now 
knew that from the Lake of the Woods 
to Patagonia we can traverse the sites 
of eld settlements and find the remains 
of people who lived, no ene can tell 
how many, hundreds of thousands 
yearsago. As Europe leesed its held 
upen the earlier industries and arts 
of Egypt and Greece,and was fer ages 
plunged in darkness by the raids and 
revelutions of barbarians, so Amer- 
ica was lit up with art and science and 
had her light put out. Far back in 
the misty ages is traced the dawn of 
that first day. Leng before Certez er 
or Pizarro landed on these western 
shores, repeated changes had swept 
over it.

People who 
live in wine making countries, like 
parts ef Germany and the south of 
France, have but a small percentage 
ef drunkards. On che otber band, in 
Persia and Turkey, where Mohamme- 
dan law prohibits intexicating liquors, 
opium, which is imperted very conve- 
niently from India, is used openly 
and often offered to callers by their 
hosts. In India, where its use is very 
large, a preparation of hemp, known 
as Bang, takes its place, and wherever 
the milder drug is used the deformity 
and suffering are less. Temperance 
people are often very impracticable. 
They know very little of the causes of 
hard drink, and they battle away in 
arbitrary inconsistency all their 
lives. Men do not drink whisky be- 
cause they love it, ner because they 
wish te displace their minds, ner be- 
cause they would rather get rid of 
their money than te keepit. A great 
many business men drink with their 
customers and frieads, and such suffer 
but little by it. 
er that good templars and reformers 
and all good citizens would like to 
reach drinks almost solely because 
time hangs heavy. He tries hard, very 
hard, to do without his drink, and if 
he had something fresh and exciting 
all the time he would win; but there 
is nothing deing, he has a dull half 
day befere him, in the absence of his

been fairly inaugurated. 

Milwaukee Beer. 

Milwaukee lager beer is by many 
considered the best in the United 
States, and it is general!y supposed to 
de at least as pure as any. The Mil- 
waukee News, however, has accused 
the brewers of that city of using corn 
and rice very largely in place of bar- 
ley, a substitute that is said to make 
the beer—though it may taste as well 
—less nutritious, less suitable for 
keeping, and less agreeable to the 
digestion. In six months of last year 
one brewing concern is shown by the 
books of the internal revenue depart- 
ment to have purchased 546,218 bush- 
els of corn a 72,382 pounds of rice. 
Only tive breweries, te judge from 
their reports to the internal revenue 
office, have confined themselves to the 
use of barley and hops, and even some 
of these are thought to have used rice 
and called it barley.

ANGORA GOATS--VALUABLE PELTS. 


The matton is as good, seme say 
better than that ef the sheep, and the 
pelts are much more — fer * 
ning. The common goat skin is lit- 
oy than the * * the 
Angora skin is fine grained and very 
. Any experiem werk man 
can tell by the feeling of the tanned 
skins whether the goats were half, 
three-fourths or seven-eights 
also by the looks, so striking is the 
difference. The skin is net so rough 
—it is fine, seft aud tough. Fer 
strings and lace belt lacing», as well 
as for carriage robes and gloves, they 
are found to be excellent. 

Abeut one-half the increase of every 
flock are males, and as they are net 
used for breeding, unless tho wohair 
is very fine, they are killed at om six 
menths to two years old fur mutton 
and pelts. The half and three-fourths 
breed goat skins are now worth from 
fifty te sixty cents for tanning. The 
finer breed pelts are worth from one 
dellar to three dollars each fer making 
into rebes, trimmings, etc.

If any ef the several miaing dis- 
tricts which are looking se well in the 
vicinity of Reno should fulfill present 
expectations, it would be the mest im- 
portant piece ef news her citizens 
have ever heard. The great fire would 
be forgotten, the hard times would 
cease to be referred to, and Reno 
would take her place, at one step, at 
the head ef the cities ef the great 
American basin. The Gazzetrs has 
given a good deal ef space to the min- 
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ing ventures being prosecuted by pee- 
plein this neighborhood, because it 
is of the opinion that its readers were 
interested, in a dozen ways, in every- 
thing that eccurred in connection 
therewith. Pyramid lake district has 
been visited aud described in detail, 
and every mevement has been chreni- 
cled as soon as it reached the repor- 
ters. Con. Esmeralda has a perfect 
history of its existence safely laid away 
in the files of the paper. The Copper 
mines at Steamboat, the Mansalona, 
the Mountain View, all have been 
watched by the vigilant eye of this 
paper, and their appearance and de- 
velopments constantly published. The

explain clearly the location~of the 
works and the character ef the ex- 


plorations made, it has been feund 
necessary to provide a map, which is 
given to the public te-day. 
THE GOLDEN FLEECE 

covers a full claim of 1500 feet in 
length on the ledge, with a width ef 
800 feet on each side. It was located 
October 4th, 1873, and was incorpors- 


ted December 10th, 1873, with a capi- 
tal steck ef $600,000, divided in- 
te 30,000 shares. Its officers 
were T. K. Hymers, president; M. 
Lippman, secretary; Lachman, 
treasurer, with offices at Reno. These 
—* with S. Cahn and General 

bert M. Clark, fermed the first 
board ef trustees. Chas. F. Hoffmen, 
U. 8. deputy mineral land surveyor, 
laid out the lines July 15th, 1875. 
The careful examination lately made by 
Prof. Stewart is attracting great a‘ 
tention, and is worthy of confidence, 
as he gives hard facts and figures, 
with ne theories or fancy atall. The 
map to which he alludes in the re- 
marks below, is the same which ac- 
companies this article, and was taken 
from his eriginal drawing. He says:

son of the Golden Fleece. Imme- 
diately to the east of, and actually in- 
fringing upen that side of the ledge, 
there is an isolated dyke er chimney 
ef obdurate trachyte which at the 
depth of 100 feet below the surface 
has a mean diameter of 450 feet. As 
this chimney of trachyte is the only 
visible mass of tough, eruptive rock 
in that pertion of the ceuntry, of 
course the intelligent () mining engi- 
neer had to tackle that very hard spot 
fer a starter, and incredible as it may 
seem, the entrance tunnel to the mine 
was driven bodily through this terri- 
ble barrier for the entire distance ef 
450 feet. The absurdity of this bril- 
liant bit ef engineering will be appar- 
ent when it is stated that the ledge 
could have been just as readily tapped 
by driving through soft pick rock” 
by commencing the work at a 
point a few yards from the present 
epening. As will beseen by reference 
to the accompanying map, the open- 
ing adit, or tunnel, bears west of 
south and runs io a straight course 
through the trachyte mass above de- 
scribed, until it cuts the ledge at the 

int marked “air shaft” 450 feet 
— the tunnel opening. At the 
point marked air shaft” the ledge 
and ledge matter is about sixteen feet 
in width and is highly mineralized 
with sulphuret of iron and silver. 
From this point an incline shaft nine 
feet in diameter was driven through 
the ledge to the depth of 82 feet where 
a heavy stream of water was encoun-

As werk upon the incline progressed 


the ere rapidly increased in texture 


and in value. A large number of 
specimens from the bottom were fine 
in 2 and will doubtless assa 
largely ia silver. From the air t 
the — was fully explored by drift- 
ing timbering te the distance ef 
570 feet. For the greater portion’ of 
that distance the ledge has been ex- 
, and whefever encountered it is 
heavily wineralized. That the ) 
is enormous in width has been fully 
reved by cross-drifting, buthow wide 
t really is, cannot be stated, although 
a cross-cut was made at the extreme 
seuthern terminus of the main drift to 
a distance of 60 feet east and west, yet 
no wall found en either side. he 
intervening mass in this sixty-foot cut 
is silver-bearing quartz, much of which 
is evidently high grade ore, At the 
peint marked ‘‘cross-cut” on the map 
is the only place where either of the 
true ledge-walls are to be seen beyond 
the air shaft. At that station a cross 
drift was made east and west threugh 
45 feet ef ere. No wall reck was 
reached en the east side of the ledge, 
but on the west side a true hangin 
wall ef clay and porphyry was — 
at @ point ten feet west of the main 
drift or tunnel. By referring to the 
map ef diagram it will be observed 
that the ledge is slightly curvelinear 
or crescent aha The true strike 
of the vein, if undesturbed, would be 
nearly due nerth and south and the 
best condition of the lode was plainly 
eccasioned by the lateral force of the 
obtruding trachyte dyke or chimney. 
Io addition to this palpable deflection 
of the ledge, the tremendous side 
force literally crushed the quartz inte 
powder and the ore in the vicinity of 
the dyke is almost fine enough for the

at the southern terminus ef the main 
drift was encountered, a large flow of 
water came in from above, and the 
cross drifts, as well as the header, had 
to be firmly bulk-headed with heavy 
timbers in order te prevent the crushed 
ore and retten porphyry from making 
a disastrous cave. This inflow of wa- 
ter may cause a temporary hindrance 
to further expleratiens in that quarter, 
but experience has ghown that such 
aqueous obtrusions are sure indices of 
a big bonanza of ore, and when the 

roper pumping appliances shall be 
— to bear, the body ef water 
can be prefitably utilized io driving 
the machinery of the mine. 1 
desire to state that I have seen many 
assays Of ore purporting te have been 
taken from various portions of the 
Golden Fleece mine. Many of these 
assays indicated fabuleusly rich ores 
while many others showed cor- 
respondingly inferior results. I have 
ne legitimate reason for deubting the 
correctness of those assays, but 1 
thought it would be more satisfactory 
forme to make my own selection ef 
ofe samples for a test. On the 8th in- 
stant I visited and examined the mine 
and selected three On for assay. 
A. B. Williams, of Rene, who 
bears a good reputation as an assayer, 
did the work for me and the result 
was, No. 1, $62.83 silver; No. 2, 
$158.64 silver, 652.74 gold; No. 3, 
$69.12 silver. 


A Strong Cossolidation. 

The ice companies on the coast af- 
ter avery nearly successful effort to 
ruin each other have wisely concluded 
te consolidate their interests and werk 
to the mutual.advantage of themselves 
and their custemers. A combination 
was formed last week in San Francisco. 
Each company will be represented by 


a director in the joint association. At 
ameeting of the representatives an 
organization known as the Pacific Ice 
Co., with 6350 hares, was incorporat- 
ed and the follewing trustees elected: 
Lloyd Tervis, B. B. Redding, Charles 
Baum, J. H. Thompson, Horace Hale, 
L. E. Doan and John Cashin. The 
stock was apportioned as fellows: 
Machine Co., of San Francisce, 1600 
shares; Summit Ice Oc., 1000; Peo- 
les Ice Co., 1000; Mutual Ice Co., 
750; R. A. M. C. Co., 750: Boca Ice 
Co., 500; Nevada Ice Co., 500; Sum- 
mit Valley Ice Co., 250. The object 
of this association is net to raise the 

‘ice of ice to an exorbitant figure, 

ut to prevent such a competition as 
would eventually drive all but one 
company from the field. They have 
also purchased the steck of the Crys- 
tal Ice Ce. at Verdi, the only company 
uuWw ontside of the association.

The Golden Fleece Mine. 
[From the Enterprise.) 

Professor Frank Stewart returned 
yesterday from an examination of the 
Golden Fleece mine in Peavine dis- 
trict beyond Reno. He reports the 
mine in «field of porphyry vastly wider 
and deeper than that in which the 
Cemsteck is found. Of the mine it- 
self he says it 1s the most enormous 
silver-bearing quartz lode in the 
United States, and he believes in the 
world. One crosscut is sixty feet long 


and no wall has been touched at either 
end. Anether crosscut ef forty-five 
feet ex poses a true hanging wall on the 
west end, but the east end is still in 
ore. The Professor says he selected 
some of the meanest looking ore he 
could find in differeut portions of the 
mine, and from his selections had 
three assays made, which were respeo- 
tively, $62.83, $211.38 and 669.12. 
The ores on the surface of the Golden 
Fleece are very rebellious, being charged 
with sulphide of zinc and iron, 
with lead, but there is no particular 
trouble in reducing them, as has been 
demonstrated with samp'es sent to 
Denver. The prefessor’s belief is that, 
as porphyry has never in this state 
proved te be the home of base metal

' by Renoites. 


Prof. Frank Stewart says: 


After a careful exploration I have 
no hesitency in ees the Gold- 
en Fleece one of the most enormous 
silver-bearing quartz lodes on the Pa- 
cific coast.

Porphyry is not the home nor tbe 
manent abode of base metals. It is 
r excellence in Nevada, the reck 
which holds out most notable deposits 
of free milling ores of gold and silver, 
and it will be strange indeed if the en- 
tire order of nature shall appear 
reversed at Peavine.
